An extract from an address delivered 
before Haw River Academy, N. C., 
by B. F. Long, Esq., ofGraham, N.C. 


* * In view of these consider- 
ations, I will makea brief comparison 
of North Carolina, educationally, 
witb the States of Virginia and Mass- 
achusetts, the one adjoining us, and 
having about equal facilities; the 
other more remote and possessing, in 
seme respects, advantages which 
North Carolina and Virgina do not 
enjoy. * * Trefer you to the 
report of the commissioner of educa- 
tion for the year, 1874. It shows us 
thatin the same year, with school 
populations not very widely varied 
that Virginia spent over fwice as 
much upon her public schools as 
North Carolina and Massachuset's 
-pent eleven times as much; that 
Massachusetts gave about three times 
as izuch to her male teachers as Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina and more 
to her females: that the duration of 
the schools in Virginia was more 
than twice as long as ours and in 
Massachusetts nearly four times as 
long; that the average daily attend- 
anee in Massachusetts far exceeds 
that in both the other States. * * 
* North Carolina during the same 
year sent to College 267 males and 
003 females; Virginia 1,765 males and 


1,096 females; Massachusetts 2,064 
maies and 914 females. * * * It 


is not my purpose, in presenting 
these statistics to speak derogatory of 
my na ive State, or makean invidious 
comparison, * *
